Bicyclists Must Take the Road or Walk,
But Not the Sidewalk.

The city fathers have been more than
nsually active of Iate in enacting or-
dinances and rvatthing the dry bones of

vote was being cast, and the result an-
noanved was eight in favor of the ordi-
nance Lo one, 8. L., Hays, agninst. The
only word spoken on the matter was by
the mayor, when he took occasion when
putting the question to expiain his posi-
tion. He had availed himself of legal
advice, he said, andg the attitude taken
by him was a legal one. He thought
that, so far as wheelmen were concerned,
little objection would be offered to the
ordinance if the word ‘‘October’” was
gtricken ount. ;
The recent charter provides that a
city attornev shall be elected the first
meeting ia Jone of each year, or as
soon thereafter as practicable.

COURT MATTERS.

What the Commissioners Are Doing With
the County's Business Affrirs,

The following matters came up for con-
slderation at the September term of the
commisioners court:

The matter of removal of obstrnction
te navigation in Long Tom river, came
on for consideration upon the notice of
of W.UC. Langfelt, captain corpa of
engineers, UI. 5. A., of Portland, inform-
ing the county court that there are two
county bridges crossing the river below
the town of Monroe Oregon, that will
interfere with navigation and that the
same should be either made into draw
bridges or removed and ferries substitut-
ed. The matter was referred to Judge
Woodward with full power to have a
competent person make a survey of
said river at said places, and to have
plans and specifications of suitable
structures in accordance with rules and
regulalions of the engineer department

submitted for the consideration
of the court at the Octo-
ber term.
